1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
possible harassment by multiple assignees.

Althoi^ the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because the only difference between the instant clam 2 and the referenced 
claim 1 is the addition of the limitation that the "media beir^ derivatized from a ligand". 
Chromatographic media is usually derived from a ligand to facilitate purification in 
chromatographic process. Therefore, it would have been obvious to employ media that has 
been derivatized from a ligand.
